The Encyclopedia of Chemistry. Editor in 
chief, George L. Clark; managing ed., 
Gessner G. Hawley; advisory ed., Wil- 
liam A. Hamor. New York, Reinhold 
Publishing Corporation; London, Chap- 
man & Hall, Ltd. ;¢1957). xvi, 1037p. illus

This one-volume encyclopedia is “the 


first attempt to combine the contributions 
of hundreds of authorities into a single 


integrated volume covering the enormous 
and heterogeneous field of chemistry.” 
George L. Clark, editor in chief, is Re- 
search Professor of Analytical Chemistry 
at the University of Illinois; the managing 
editor, Gessner G. Hawley, is executive 
editor, Reinhold Book Division; the ad- 
visory editor, William A. Hamor, is Direc- 
tor of Research at Mellon Institute and 
since 1946 has been editor of the American 
Chemical Society Monograph series. The 
list of more than 500 contributing authors 
includes many of the outstanding Ameri- 
can chemists of today, among them Roge 
Adams, Henry Gilman, Joel Hildebrand 
Roger J. Williams, and Glenn T. Seaborg 
Fifty-one of the 76 authors whose names 
begin with A and B are included in 
American Men of Science, volume 1, Phy 
ical Sciences (The Science Press an | 
Bowker, 1955) 

The Preface states that “the topics se- 


lected for inclusion deal primarily with 
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chemistry proper,” but “chemistry” has 
been interpreted broadly. Along with arti- 
cles on pure chemistry will be found in- 
formation on chemical processes and 
materials, topics from such related sciences 
as chemical engineering and metallurgy, 
and such “borderline subjects” as chemical 
economics, In every instance, subjects are 
treated from a chemical point of view. 
The encyclopedia also includes many biog- 
raphies of famous chemists who are no 
longer living and concise information on 
the history and organization of numerous 
private research institutions and scientific 
societies. All articles are signed and the 
authors have been carefully chosen for 
their knowledge of the subjects. The list

Funk & Wagnalls New Practical Standard 
Dictionary of the English Language .. . 
Britannica World Language Edition. 2v. 
New York, Funk & Wagnalls Co. [1956]. 
xviii, 2065p. illus. 28.5em. Royaltex $35. 
This review covers primarily the Britan- 

nica World Language Dictionary, which 

occupies pages 1529-2065 of the combined 
work. Discussion of Funk & Wagnalls New 

Practical Standard Dictionary, which fills 

nearly three quarters of the two volumes, 

will be limited almost entirely to its rela- 
tion to other Funk & Wagnalls dictionaries 
which have been reviewed in Subscription 

Books Bulletin in ‘the past. 

The Britannica World Language Dic- 
tionary translates a selected list of words 
from English into six other languages and 
from each of the six back to English. It 
was first published and copyrighted in 
1954; a second edition appeared in 1955. 
From the first it has been offered only in 
conjunction with the New Practical Stand- 
ard, Comparison of the 1956 edition of the 
World 


with the first edition shows that changes 


Britannica Language Dictionary 


and additions have been very extensive 
and that the entire work has been reset. 
A prefatory statement entitled Plan of 


the Britannica World Language Dictionary 
546 


states: “This Dictionary was conceived by 
Robert C. Preble, president of Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica, Inc., to achieve the fol- 
lowing editorial objectives: 1. To stimulate 
a more active interest in modern lan- 
guages, particularly among the young. 2. 
To encourage the casual reader to look up 
common words in other languages that he 
sees in print. 3. To enable the reader to 
pronounce such words, understandably at 
least. 4. To provide an elementary under- 
standing of grammatical variations and 
basic sentence construction. 5. Generally, 
to provide an acceptable multilanguage 
dictionary for home and office use of those 
persons, young and old, who have had 
little formal instruction in languages other 
than English.” 

John V. Dodge, managing editor of the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica, is also managing 
editor of both 1954 and 1956 editions of 
the present work. Mitford M. Mathews, 
Ph.D., University of Chicago lexicographer 
well known for his Dictionary of Ameri- 
canisms, is English List Adviser (called 
English List Consultant in 1954). Karin 
Franzen, lecturer in Swedish at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, is Swedish Editor in 
both 1954 and 1956. Editors for other lan- 
guages differ in the two editions; typical 
qualifications in 1956 are a Ph.D. degree 
and an assistant professorship in a rep- 
utable university. The first edition was 
submitted for criticism and suggestions to 
155 prominent language educators. These 
are listed on pages 1532-1536 as Editorial 
Advisers and Consultants. 

The Britannica World Language Dic- 
tionary is divided into two parts, which are 
designated Part II and Part III (Part I of 
the entire work being the New Practical 
Standard Dictionary). Part II, English to 
Other Languages, consists principally of a 
list of some 6,400 words followed in tabu- 
lar form by equivalents in six other lan- 
guages, French, German, Italian, Spanish, 
Swedish, and Yiddish, the last being given 
not in the Hebrew alphabet but in Roman 
letters. The English word list was chosen 
to include the most frequently used words, 
with additions from special lists of “com- 
mon business terms, common household 
and personal-use words” (Plan, p.1539), 
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with revisions based on further study. 
The most frequent meanings of words that 
have several were selected and are indi- 
cated parenthetically in the word list, 
e.g., office (place of business) and office 
(position). The importance of this feature 
is indicated by the fact that in only one 
of the other six languages, Italian, are 
these two concepts expressed by the same 
word. 

In the six foreign language columns in 
Part II, the gender of nouns is given and 
there are occasional page references to 
the grammars in Part III. At the end of 
the alphabetical portion of Part II are 
special lists including cardinal and ordinal 
numbers, days of the week, months, and 
common first names. 

Part III, Other Languages . . . to English, 
is in six major sections, one for each for- 
eign language. Each of these sections in- 
cludes a brief explanatory headnote, large- 
ly on pronunciation; an alphabetical list of 
the foreign words that were used in trans- 
lating the original English list, with pro- 
nunciation and English translation; special 
lists duplicating those in Part II but add- 
ing pronunciation; useful expressions of 
the sort commonly found in language 
guides for travelers; a brief reference 
grammar of the language; and fuller dis- 
cussion of pronunciation. The editors 
rightly stress the importance of having a 
grammar available with the dictionary and 
have provided references by number in 
the main word lists to similarly inflected 
words in the grammar. Thus opprimere 
(26) in the Italian word list means that 
this verb is conjugated similarly to com- 
primere, number 26 among the irregular 
conjugations in the Italian grammar. The 
grammars show a considerable expansion 
since the first edition, in which the treat- 
ment of everything but verbs was very 
sketchy for some of the languages. The 
various language lists in Part III 
arranged in the order of the English al- 
phabet rather than according to the prac- 
tice of the language concerned, This fact 
is noted for Swedish (p.1940) but not far 
Spanish, which also has distinctive alpha- 
betization. 

The method of indicating pronunciation 


are 





in Part III follows that developed for the 
United States Army language manuals 
during World War II, using a respelling 
made up so far as possible of English 
words or syllables which can be pro- 
nounced in only one way. Accented sylla- 
bles are printed in small capitals. Thus 
German meistens is pronounced MICE- 
tenss and Italian acciaio, aht-cHau-yoh. 
Only the umlaut and ligature are used as 
special symbols, and the meaning of these 
and of special combinations such as kh is 
explained in the relevant headnotes. There 
is no claim that this system can impart a 
pronunciation perfect in all its nuances, 
but only that it will provide a reasonable 
and understandable approximation 

In attempting to evaluate the usefulness 
of the Britannica World Language Dic- 
tionary several fundamental points must 
be considered. First of all, is the choice of 
languages the best that could have been 
made? Those chosen are said to be repre- 
sentative of the largest population groups 
and in widest international usage, but re- 
stricted to the Western world. The reasons 
for the latter restriction are not explained; 
it would seem that Russian would have 
been of wider general interest than 
Swedish or Yiddish. With the choice of 
French, German, Italian, and Spanish 
there can be no quarrel. If number of 
speakers were the prime consideration 
among Western languages, Portuguese 
should have been included; but the 
editors may have felt that greater diversity 
in language groups would be desirable 
The same factor have eliminated 
Dutch, whose numerical claims are, how- 
ever, not so overpowering as those of 
Portuguese. The number of Yiddish speak - 
ers has declined, owing to the tragic events 
of the last 20 years. Yiddish does have a 
claim because of its peculiarly interna- 
tional status. The editors state that to 
their knowledge, “this is the first time 
Yiddish words have appeared in diction- 
ary form in Roman characters so that they 
are understandable to all who read Eng- 
lish.” There is no universally accepted 
way of transliterating Yiddish; in fact, the 
1954 and 1956 editions are very markedly 
different in the systems While 


may 


used. 
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Romanization of Yiddish will be useful 
for those who hear Yiddish expressions 
spoken, or run across them in English text, 
at the same time the work provides no 
bridge to regular printed Yiddish. (The 
Hebrew alphabet which appears in a table 
on page 42 of the New Practical Standard 
Dictionary can be almost wholly dis- 
counted in this regard, since it does not 
explain the specialized use in Yiddish of 
several of the Hebrew letters.) 

A second group of questions revolves 
around the adequacy of the foreign vocab- 
ularies and particularly the limitation, or 
near limitation, of the foreign words listed 
in Part III to those used in translating 
the English words in Part II. The basic 
selection of words in English seems to be 
good. Extensive improvements, especially 
in differentiation of senses, are noticeable 
in the 1956 edition. However, it is curious 
that one of the most familiar examples of 
different senses of the same word in Eng- 
lish being rendered by different words in 
other languages is still omitted. Though 
two senses of the word time are included, 
the one represented by French fois or 
Spanish vez is not, with the result that 
fois does not appear-;in the French alpha- 
betical list, and vez is in the Spanish only 
as part of an idiom, de vez en cuando. 
Yet according to A Grouped-Frequency 
French Word List, by Michael West and 
Otto F. Bond, fois is the twelfth most com- 
monly used noun in the French language. 
This is an extreme example, but other 
consequences of insufficient attention to 
word frequencies in other languages are 
readily found upon checking even short 
selections from other frequency lists. A 
sample of only 20 words from a group that 
should be above the middle in usage in a 
group of 6,400 according to the French 
Word Book of Vander Beke turns up the 
words atelier and indigéne, which are miss- 
ing from Part III. Among words beginning 
with ca- in the most necessary 1,500 des- 
ignated by Keniston in A Standard List of 
Spanish Words and Idioms, caber, callar, 
carecer, and caro are missing. 

In the German list in Part III, the word 
Fach is translated as “shelf,” surely not 
the meaning in which the novice struggling 


with a German text is most likely to find 
it. However, “shelf” presumably is the only 
English word in Part II which Fach was 
used to translate, hence other more figura- 
tive meanings of the German word are 
lost. Yiddish shul is translated as “school, 
schoolhouse”; “synagogue,” the meaning 
in which the Yiddish word is often intro- 
duced into English context, does not ap- 
pear because “synagogue” is not in the 
English list. All in all it seems fair to say 
that the person trying to translate foreign 
texts with the aid of Part III will have 
heavy going, in part because of the rela- 
tive brevity of the lists but perhaps even 
more because the foreign lists have not 
been checked against lists of common 
words in the various languages to be sure 
that all the really common ones are in- 
cluded. 

A final basic question concerns the 
actual usefulness of a work of this type. 
Even if the last criticism expressed above 
is remedied in later editions, a list of 6,400 
or even 10,000 words is still a small dic- 
tionary, not large enough for a library or 
the serious student of a given language. 
True, there is a considerable convenience 
factor in having six languages (and six 
grammars) in one desk book, but today’s 
librarian would surely want Russian 
among the six, and the format is rather 
large for a desk book. Though the Yiddish 
section has been criticized above, it is 
probably true that the Romanized Yiddish 
and perhaps the Yiddish grammar in Eng- 
lish would be the only real addition to 
the resources of most libraries that this 
work would provide. 

However, the purposes quoted near the 
beginning of this review show that the 
publishers conceive of this as an educa- 
tional work for home use rather than as 
a library reference work. It is as a means 
of popularizing language study, and at the 
same time providing elementary language 
reference facilities to people who would 
probably not buy them separately, that 
the Britannica World Language Dictionary 
must make its best claim. 

{Since the Britannica World Language 
Dictionary is at present offered only in a 
combined edition with Funk & Wagnalls 
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New Practical Standard Dictionary, a few 
words about the latter are necessary. 
Without the World Language Dictionary, 
the New Practical Standard was last listed 
in its 1946 edition in the Cumulative Book 
Index, 1949-52, in one-volume form at $15 
and in two volumes at $25. Comparison 
with a 1956 Funk & Wagnalls New College 
Standard Dictionary which sells for $5.50 
shows that the New Practical Standard is 
similar though not identical in content, 
but enlarged in format by a photographic 
process. Both works are based on the same 
original type setting but have had differ- 
ent revisions and different arrangement 
into pages. In total number of lines in the 
main alphabet, the Practical is about 9 
per cent larger than the College; but the 
difference in number of entries seems to 
be even less significant, about 150,000 for 
the Practical versus 145,000 for the College, 
neither having quite one third of the num- 
ber in Funk & Wagnalls New Standard 
Dictionary, 460,000 entries, which sells for 
$35. Whether the larger type size of the 
Practical, which is achieved at the expense 
of crispness and blackness, is an improve- 
ment on the College depends on individual 
preference. 

Made up as it is of two quite different 
elements, Funk & Wagnalls New Practical 
Standard Dictionary, Britannica World 
Language Edition, is not a unified whole 
typographically. The clean-appearing print 
in Parts II and III is a pleasant contrast 
to the poorer quality of Part I. The format 
is otherwise satisfactory. Parts II and III 
are thumb-indexed. 

The Britannica World Language Dic- 
tionary is an interesting new work of 
commendable purpose, not yet perfected 
in execution. Since it is offered only in 
combination with another work at a high 
price, the Committee withholds recom- 
mendation.

Films 


These reviews are compiled by the A.L.A.

The films are 
selected on the basis of technical quality, 
imaginative narration and treatment of subject, 
authenticity, and achievement of purpose; 
point of view and use in the community are 
also noted. This month the films have been 
reviewed by Virginia M. Beard, Cleveland 
(Ohio) Public Library; Karline Brown, Pub- 
lic Library of Cincinnati (Ohio) and Hamil- 
ton County; and Ida Goshkin, Akron (Ohio) 
Public Library. All films are 16mm sound and 
are black and white unless otherwise indi- 
cated. 


Anger at work. Univ. of Oklahoma, Dis- 
tributor: International Film Bureau. 1956. 
21min. $125. 


This mental health film explains some of the 
more common misplacements of anger and 
suggests techniques for controlling it. The 
film opens in a drafting room and asks the 
question: What is a “headache switch”? It 
is a trick we all use when we transfer our 
resentment or anger from one person and 
situation to another person and situation. 
Cases in point in the film are Ed Wilson, a 
draftsman whose drawing is ruined when his 
superior smudges it with his dirty hand; Car- 
ter, Ed’s superior, a victim of ulcers and a 
nagging wife who seemingly telephones him 
every hour on the hour; Mrs. Nugent, a typist 
who thinks her headaches come from typing 
and fails to recognize jealousy as the root of 
her problem; Tony Luciano, a good press- 
man, whose resentment over his son’s arrest 
by the police causes him to be careless on the 
job and lose a hand; and O’Shea, a former 
football star, who makes selling a game and 
the customer the opposing team. Frank Mc- 
Coy, an oldster and one of Ed's co-workers, 
convinces Ed that pulling the old “headache 
switch” isn’t too smart. Ed profits by Frank’s 
advice and learns both sensible and foolish 
ways of controlling his resentment and anger. 
Despite the multiple characters and situa- 
tions, this is a well-coordinated film. Ad- 
dressed primarily to business and industry 
but any group of workers with personnel 
roblems will find its message and advice 
elpful and constructive. 


Boy with a knife. Dudley Pictures Corp. 
for Greater Los Angeles Community 
Chest. Distributor: International Film Bu- 
reau.

A case history from the Los Angeles Youth 
Service Agency files shows the work of the 
agency with a gang of disturbed teen-agers. 
Each of the boys represents a different home 
problem which has created a hostile and de- 
fensive aggressiveness. While the group 
worker tries to help each find his way to 
emotional security, the film’s focus is on one 
member of the gang. Unhappy with his meek, 
undemonstrative father and his antagonistic 
stepmother this boy is in need of help to de- 
velop confidence and a feeling of belonging. 
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He has substituted carrying a switch-blade 
knife for the love he cannot find at home. 
The caseworker establishes a neighborhood 
club as a step toward bringing greater se- 
curity to each of the boys and his attempts 
to help the boys demonstrate the patience, 
skill, and understanding needed for construc- 
tive work with potential juvenile delin- 
quents. Good adult discussion material for 
parents and caseworkers on family relation- 
ships and adolescent attitudes. A discussion 
leader or consultant will make the film more 
meaningful. 


Three of our children, Narrated by James 
Mason. United Nations Children’s Fund. 
1957. 30min. $75. 


Develops the theme that all children are our 
concern. The work of the United Nations 
Children’s Fund is described through three 
cases in three different countries. In the first, 
Maria, a Greek school girl, is very ill. The 
UNICEF health team discovers she has polio 
and she is taken to a hospital, then to a re- 
habilitation center where she is taught to 
walk and to work with other children. Next, 
in Nigeria, the son of a chief fearns that he 
has leprosy. After being helped by the health 
team he becomes so interestedyin the work 
of the medical men that he asks to join them 
to find out what UNICEF is doing. The last 
case concerns a young woman of the Philip- 
pines who fears childbirth. UNICEF's school 
for midwives, with its training in sanitation 
and modern methods, is shown. The young 
mother is persuaded to go to a clinic where she 
has a strong, healthy baby. The film is 
recommended for its excellent picture of the 
world-wide work of UNICEF; narration and 
photography are good and the musical back- 
ground adds much to the film.
